•INTEREST MANIFESTED. 


Not since the first trials of Abraham 


Reuf, former political boas, and for 
Mayor Eugene E. Schmitz, on charges 
of corruption -and bribe-taking-, ten 
years ago, has such public interest 
been attracted to an argument in a 
court of law in California. Judges, 
bankers, businessmen, clubwomen and 
society people sat .for two hours and a 
half 'during the morning session and 
lingered on every word of the lawyer.

advance information on the peace 
note and that Secretary Joseph P. 
Tumulty made "much more." 
Price cleared the matter up In rapid 
strides this afternoon when he took 
the stand and told tho committee that 
he belteved Mrs. Viscontlc's charges 
were 
based on a chance remark 


dropped by one of his children. 


Mrs. Viscontl herself, who occupied 
the stand earlier in tho day, has sub- 
mitted lo tho committee in writing 
tho name of the person who told her 
what she told Lawson. The name was 
withheld, and it is Improbable that 
the owner thereof will even be Infor- 
mally questioned. It Is .understood to 
be a member of Price's family.

The people of the State of Califor- 


nia do enact as follows: 


Section 
1. -If

consequence of 


dangerous or defective 'condition of 
any street, highway, public bridge, 
public bulldlnjr, public work or prop- 
erty, any person shall suffer Injury 
to his p«r»on or property, the town, 
city, city and county, or county 
which 


has charge of or whose duty it Is to 
care for, maintain 
or repair such 


street, highway, public bridge, public 
building, 
public work or properly, 


shall be liable a« In ordinary ac- 
tions for damages for any injury to 
person or property a rising from th» 
dangerous 
or , defective 
condition 


thereof or failure to repair the same; 
provided, ' that It shall appear that 
the person 
sustaining such Injury 


was, 
nt the tlnie thereof, exercising 


duo care; in cases of judgment re- 
covered. 
This bill means much to every high- 


way user who may aorhe time or an- 
other b* brought face to face with tliw 
present situation whereby It appewi to 
b« Impossible to get satisfaction cither

county officials for any damages due to 
neglect of any of the 
officials.

' of a site for (he new .Pacific Coast naval base, it 


appears that the Federal commission on navy yards 


: and sites has not yet made a selection. 
Conse- 


quently it has made no recommendation for the 
acquisition of any particular site. 


According (o this official information, the com- 


mission has only partly completed its investiga- 
tion. The only recommendation it 'has made to the 
Secretary of liie Navy is this: 


, That San Dicyo, Los Anyelcs and Columbia River 
Tie dropped from consideration as sites for a navy 


.. •yard or naval base; that the two navy yards already 


established—tit Mure J aland and Pitnet Sound—be 
retained and §2,500,000 be appropriated for each 


{'yard for further development of its facilities. 


'.;' That all points on the Pacific Coast be dropped 
from consideration as possible sites for the nvic 
•naval base except Run- Francisco Bay; that §1.- 
500,000 be appropriated at once for the acquisition 


AO/ a site on Ran Francisco Bay and that further 
f time and money be allowed for investigating four 


bay locations. 


This is the brief history of: tlie naval commis- 


sion's work up to the present. It is coining to San 
Francisco to continue its investigation and will 
star!; this second phase of its work next Monday. 


-Four sites — Alameda, 
Richmond-Albany, Goat 


Island'and,Hunter's Point—are being considered, 
but the commission reserves judgment as to which 
is preferable until it makes a more exhaustive ex- 
amination. It obviously has in mind, however, a 
site the acquisition of which will not cost more 
than §1,500,000. 
V I u view of this late and reliable information it 
may be that the San Francisco city administration 
•\yill reconsider its plan to send a lobby to Washing- 
ton to work to .secure (he naval base for Hunter's 
Point. The naval-commission has decided that the 
base shall be located somewhere on San Francisco 
Bay. In (he spirit of the friendly agreement made 
between all the communities around San Francisco 
i!ay, including the city of San Francisco, to stand 
together to secure the new naval station for this 
district, this ought to be entirely satisfactory.

AMERICA'S CALM WAITINCi. 


During a week of extreme tension, when the 


entrance of the nation into the world war may be 
said to depend upon the probable events of each 
hour, (he people of the United States have given a 
wonderful example of intelligent calm. They have 
neither permitted themselves to be disturbed by the 
mouthings of excitable partisans or to be lulled 
into a false sense of security by the designing plead- 
ers for alien interests. They have kept their mind 
on their duly to their country and to themselves. 


The action of the Senate yesterday in endorsing 


the President's course in severing diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany was another instance of calm- 
ness on the part of that body. The resolution was 
adopted by a vote of 7S to 5, and the five dissenters 
were that inconsiderable minority who are for peace 
at any cost or the sacrifice of national honor and 
interests for the benefit of foreign powers. Long 
and spirited discussion preceded the endorsement of 
the President's action. This was not because many 
of the Senators were opposed to (he President's 
action, but because they doubted the wisdom of in- 
troducing the resolution. Perhaps they do not like 
the practice of the Chief Executive acting without 
consultation with the Senate and asking approval 
later. But the fact that the Senate was sufficiently 
self-contained to think of formalities is evidence of 
its calmness and determination to avoid an unwise 
step, and at the same time of the intention to sup- 
port the President in any action he may take. 


The other departments of the government also 


are acting coolly. While steps are being taken to 
safeguard the interests of the country, no act has 
so far been committed calculated to promote the 
dangers that threaten the national peace. 


General approval must be given to the decision of 


the President to think only of America and to act 
solely for American interests. He will not permit 
alliance with or accept aid from other nations un- 
less it should develop that only in this way may 
the vital interests of this nation be protected. The 
President has protested to the entente powers 
against violations of neutral rights as serious in 
principle, in their disregard of the law of nations, 
as the acts of Germany. The only difference be- 
tween the conduct of the two groups of belligerents 
is in the fact that acts which entail loss'of innocent 
lives cannot be allowed to continue with only the 
prospect of peaceful arbitrament later. 


While Germany has so far failed to indicate any 


intention of altering its conduct oi: submarine war- 
fare, we should not abandon our calm attitude of 
"watchful waiting." 


News from the other side is not very encouraging.' 


The report that the Berlin government was holding 
up Ambassador Gerard's safe conduct until .it was 
assured that the United States will discharge its 
treaty obligations regarding Count von Bcrnstorff 
is, if true, evidence of a useless affront, but we may 
safely wait for confirmation. 


The German foreign minister has stated that it 


was not the intention of his government to wage in- 
discrimfnafe warfare against non-combatant neutral 
vessels. Let us 'continue yet: a while to hope that 
his assurance will be confirmed by acts of omission. 


While the. government is speeding up the plan of 


new naval construction it should not omit to pro- 
vide for an adequate personnel to man f l i c ships 
when ready for service. Here is the story of pres- 
ent conditions in a nutshell: Fifteen baltlcships in 
commission, twenty in reserve; two armored cruisers 
in commission, six in reserve; three first-class cruis- 
ers in commission, five in reserve; one second-class 
cruiser in commission and four in reserve; sixiv- 
onc destroyers in commission, .six in reserve. A 
large proportion of the ships in commission carry 
only "skeleton" crews and practically n i l of them 
arc short of (he prescribed crews.

terials find nowhere a richer or more 
undeserved rake-off than in this raid 
on the 
printing trade. 
After two 


languid 'years of moderate demand 
and 
reasonable 
prices, 
the 
print 


manufacturers, taking a leaf from 
the iron, steel, copper and chemical 
industries, 
decided ''to suffer 
no 


amazement at their own moderation, 
and following the annual convention 
of the American Paper and Pulp As- 
sociation held In Ne\v York, Febru- 
ary 24, 1916, began Jone of tho most 
effective price-lifting movements in 
our history. The huge catalogue con- 
tract 
of 
the 
Chicago mail-order 


houses, amounting 10 some $3,500,- 
000, 
having 
been 
safely adjusted, 


competition in the print-manufactur- 
ing trade came to a stop. 
The first 


line to test the printer's pocket was 
that of the blotting paper producers. 
Stock sold ordinarily at 5 and G cents 
a pound . was incontinently marked 
up to 10 and 12 cents, In some In- 
stances reaching 13 cents.' Fast on 
the heels of this elevation tlie book 
gentlemen 
discovered that demand 


exceeded supply and that raw ma- 
terials were scarce. 
Book stock sell- 


ing at 3% cents or less moved up to 
C and 7 cents a pound! Special grades 
selling at 5 and G cents were abruptly 
lifted from 4 to 7 cents additional. 
Jobbers were given little considera- 
tion and customers none at all. 
The 


improvidence 
of printers, and 
the 


quick deterioration of supplies, caused 
little stock to be kept on band by cus- 
tomers, so the exploit of elevating 
was easy. 
It only required that no 


dealer should supply customers other 
than-those on his books. "The few 
that failed to meet this condition 
wore speedily without a stock to draw 
upon. 
The book and jobbing houses 


being safely cornered it remained to 
"handle" the newspapers.

earlier performance, though the load 
was heavier and handicapped by the 
fact that practically all roll paper, 
such as dailies use, is provided under 
contract.

when excess demand for paper above

drinier -wires advanced heavily 
in 


price, from 22 to 68 cents per'pound 
and were of much poorer quality than 
before, requiring 
frequent replace- 


ment and so reducing production. But 
all these increases in 'the aggregate 
cannot and do not exceed $4 per ton. 
The FederaJ Trade Commission has 
shown that for the first half of 1916 
the general cost of 
manufacturing 


news print was slightly less than d.ur- 
ing the same period of 1915, when 
war 
conditions also 
prevailed, but 


when publishers were fairly treatetl- 


The news manufacturers were a 


little slower than their brethren in 
the book and 
magazine branch in 


perfecting 
their 
organization, but 


when completed it operated with a 
perfection that now promises to im- 
poverish the great industry depend- 
ent upon it. Suddenly publishers who 
were short found that paper could be 
had only of jobbers and that these 
required $75 per ton for paper usually 
sold at $45. This was accepted as a 
necessity and as a temporary pinch. 
Soon-$80 per ton was the price and 
then 5100; in some instances'of pe- 
culiar atrocity $120 and even $140 
p'er ton was demanded and received. 
The smaller and poorer the consumer, 
as usual in this world, the higher the 
price and the more oppressive 'the 
conditions, for on top of these savage 
increases came the curtailment of 
credits and in many instances a policy 
of payment on delivery. 
Ordinarily 


where in the past such combinations 
were formed, when not broken le- 
gally, they went to pieces under the 
competition of 
the 
mills making 


manila or other "craft" papers, which 
would turn their machinery to news 
making when prices rose. But. for 
the first time in the history of the 
trade, these, grades joined the pro- 
cession upward, going from 3ys to 7 
cents per pound, with the effect that 
a considerable tonnage of news ma- 
chinery went on the coarser product, 
thus curtailing- a supply soon to be 
sufficiently scant if all the-wheels 
yore turning on its behalf. 
Writing 


paper followed suit swiftly, doubling 
and sometimes trebling in cost to the 
consumer.
